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CONSTITUTION. 

I. • 

TMs Society shall be called tkc Hui Hooiiln a Hoola Lahui 

C*.,... . 

II. 

The officers of this Society shall be a President, a Secretary 
and a iPreasurer. The President may appoint some member to i-ct 
as Vice-President, if unable to attend the ; Secretary may do the 
Bame. The Treasurer cannot appoint a deputy without the permis- 
sion ctf the President and a majority of the executire committee and- 
of th% Secretary of the Society. 

III. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all mecftings 
as Chairman, and to attend to the transaction of all business relating^ 
to the Society. 

IV. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a true and accu- 
rate account of all transactions of this Society and to properly keep 
all documents appertaining thereto : and to write all communications 
relating to the business of this Society. 

V. 

Xt^hall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep all monies belong- 
ing to the Society, and keep books of account of all monies re- 
ceived, and of all expenditures for the benefit of the Society. The 
Treasurer cannot make any expenditure of money belonging to the 
Society without the consent of the President and the Executive Com- 
mittee, and shall report such expenditure at the regular meetings of 
the Society and subject to the approval of the majority. 

VI. 

The President shall have authority to draw up«n the Treasurer 
and to sign her name to all orders on the Treasury for money t« be 
Uised for the work of this Society, as recommended by the Executive 
Committee for the relief of the sick or those in distress^ by signing 
their name& approving such expenditure. 
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VII. 

There shall be appointed a committee of three or more members 
of the Society, and they shall do the work of the Society. It 
shall be their duty to visit the sick and destitute in their 
various districts and report the same to tke President. The 
committee shall ascertain all facts concerning the sick or those in 
distress, ascertain if the sickness is fever or some other sickness, 
and do all they can to give such person relief. If it should be a 
serious case then such sick person should be immediately taken to 
the Hospital. The committee should do all in their power to prevent 
such sick person from taking cold and should give instructions re- 
garding clothing and diet. If such sick person has no one to look 
after or help him, then the President may direct some member of 
the committee or any member of the Society to assist such sick , 
person. 

vm. 

This Society shall meet on the first Wednesday of each month ; 
the committees shall present their reports and the Society shall 
C9nsider if any further action shall be taken. 

IX 

No person can become a member of this Society unless by con- 
sent of the majority of the members present at the regular, or some 
special, muotiog of the Society, such consent to be signified by the 
up lifted hand, and on such applicant paying the admission fee. The 
admission fee shall be 50 cents. 

X. 

Children may be admitted as members of this Society ; the ad- 
mission fee for children shall be less than that of grown people ; the 
ee for children shall bo ten cents each. 

XI, 

Each member shall pay regular monthly dues of ten cents each 
month for the support of the Society, provided however that chil- 
dren who are members shall not be liable to pay dues. 



XII. 

The otScers of tltia Society shall he elected each yeai at some 
regular or special meetiaj;. If do election is held, thea the offlcer^ 
shall continue to serve for the coming year. 

- xni. 

All monies belonging to the Society invested in Govermnenl 
Bonds or deposited in the bank, shall remain as a capital of the 
Society, The iSociety may use the .interest received from such capital 
to assist the sick and those in need, and distress, and any balance 
remaining at the end of the year shall be added to the principal, 
anless it is otherwise ordered by the society. 
XIV. 

The Society may at any regular or special meeting alter, amend, 
or add new by-laws, or add new articles to this Constitution, by con- 
sent of tlie majority of the members present at such meeting.

HI. 

Each lady speaking shall observe the rules of proper decorum, 
an^ no person shall be allowed to speak more than twice on the 
same subject, except it be to ask some question for information. 

IV. 

It shall be the duty of the President to consult and advise with 
the Secretary and Treasurer and the Executive Committee, on mat- 
ters of interest to the Society. 

V. 

Whenever the Executive 'Comaitttiee shall report a case of sick- 
ness to the President, the Bn^sident shall immediately order the 
Comniittee, or some member^ef such Committee, to render such tem- 
porary relief as is necessary in such case, and if possible to move 
such sick person to the Queen's Hospital. The President may also 
direct some member to watch such sick person, temporarily or regu* 
larly, until other relief is obtained. 

VI. 

The Book of Health Rules, prepared by Hon. W. M» Gibson, 
shAU be followed by the Executive Committee, and also other rules 
that may be added by4fais Society relating to the case 0f the sick.

It shall he the duty of the Treasurer to keep att tiie prc^NNMqr of 
the Seciety, either real or personal, and to enter a Mst of the ftaini 
in a separate beok from the books containing the ca^h acconnts. At 
the end of the year the Treasurer- and Secretary shatt meet and com* 
X>&re their cash accounts, and aftw haTmg the sajo^ audited by 
auditor, present a yearly report to the Society. 

IX. 

Ail monies belonging to^ the Society shall be deposited from 
time to time, and at no time shall more than Fifty PoUart be re- 
tained. If more than Fifty Dollars are required a% any time then 
such expenditure must be roted upon at some regular or special 
meeting called for that purpose. 

X. 

The. , , .day of ^. . . ^ . .in each year shall he the day 

for the election of Oificers and Committees of the Society, and it 
shall be the day on which all annual reports shall be presented. 

XL 

The reports of the Officers and Committees shall be in the fol- 
lowing form (see end of this book). The Committees sliall be 
guided %% folliJws; — 
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If the sick person is destitute, and has no one to take care of 
him, and is poor, and has no relatives or friends, but, has an aikane 
who is supporting him, and who has more lore for him than his own 
relations, theti such person is not entitled to assistance from this 
Sodety. But if such person has no one to care for him, then the 
Society shall give him temporary assistance and endeavor to induce 
him to go to the hospital or to the Lunalilo Home ; but if such per- 
son shall refuse to go to either of those places, then the Society may 
let such person go. 

The Committee must be e^^tremely careful that they are not im- 
posed upon by undeserving persons who may claim that they are 
sick and destitute. If the committee should be imposed upon, then 
they should forgive such offender if he return all that the Society 
h&8 given him ; but if such person will not return what has been 
gives, then they must be dealt with according to the law of the land. 

XII. 

The regular order of business at every regular meeting of the 
Society shall be as follows :— 

1. Prayer. 

2. Beading of the minutes. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Unfinished business. 

5. New business. 

6. Petitions and applications. 
7* Monthly allowances.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COM- 
MITTEE. 

Febuuary 19, 1874. 

The Hui HoorLij a IIoola Lahui of Kalakaua I. was organ- 
ized at Kawaiabao, Her Royal Highness Prncess Kapili Likelike 
being President. The Society elected a Treasurer, Miss Mary 
Parker ; The Society < hen elected a Secretar}^ Miss Emma Napoleon. 
The Society then elected an Executive Committee consisting of Miss 
Hopenamauki Kauaboa, Keliihauanui, Pamahoa, and Kahanuu. A 
large number of members joined the Society on this day, some 51. 
The amonnt of money collected was $17.00, the dues being ten 
cents per month. • 



March 1, 1874. 

The committee visited the districts of Kawaiahao and Kalia and 
found one poor person who had no one to take care of him, Nuhi 
(k.), at Kukuluaeo, Kailieleele (w.), Moo (k.), of Kalia, poor, 
Halau (w.), grandmother of Kaaniau, the Society assisted them by 
giving fifty cents each and gave other assistance amounting in all 
to $7.50.

April 4, 1874. 

The Committee visited the district of Kakaako and found there 
Manuela, Muliwai (w.), Paahao (w.), and Kama (w^.); assistance 
was given them amounting to S2.00. 

May 6,1874. 

Tlie Society voted to give each poor person One Dollar, the 
amount expended was $7.00. 



June 9, 1874. 

The Society voted to give the poor clothing. It was voted that 
the men be given a shirt and pants, and the women to be given a f 
holoku and muumuu ; the amount expended was $8.00. ' 

JuLr 17, 1874. 

Moo (k.), died at Kalia, the Society paid for his coffin and 
burled him; the expenses wore $2.50. 
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July 29, 1874. 
Nuhi died, the expenses incurred by the Society in burying him 
were $9.50. 



August 2, 1874. 
Five poor people assisted $5.00. 



May 2, 1875. 
The Committee found two poor people on Liliha Sw»*eet, Kane- 
hailua (k.) and Kelilhananui. They were relieved by the Society;' 
the amount expended for them was $2.00. 



June 3, 1875. 

The Committee found a family consisting of Kale and Faakaula 
and theiv eight children. These people were very poor and desti- 
tute ; the Society provided them with clothing. 

Mahuka, living at Kaakopua, had e»ght children ; the Society 
gave clothing. 

Mele Manunui had seven children ; assistance given in olothing. 

Ki, large family of children, eight In number, was given cloth- 
ing for the children. 

Ekekela, large number of children, was given clothing. 

Hana, large number of children, supplied with clothing. 

Hopa Kahele, large number of children, assisted with clothing. 

The Society voted to erpend $50.00 in purchasing clothing. 



March 4, 1886. 

Alika (w.), large number of children, voted that she be given 
$3.00 per month. 



April 6, 1886, 
Given $3.00 per month. 



May 9, 1886. 
Given $5.00 per month.

Mudoine: — In the absence of the Secie aiy of the "Hooulu 

a Hoola Lahui Sociely,'* I am authored by Her Maje^cy the 

Queen the President, to communieaie to Your Royal Highness in 

regard to the aid givea by the Society to Mr. Saffery, a blind man, 

now under Jie suppovt of the Kev. Mr. Hyde, of the Theological 

Seminary. The subject upon which was the occasion of Your Royal 

Highnesses visit to Her Majesty the last week. 

At the last regular meeting of the Society held on the 7th day 
of May last, the matter of aid of Mr. Saffery was brought before 
the meeting and freely discussed, and the Society resolved that Mr. 
Saffery should receive $5.00 a moath for his maintenance. But be- 
fore a final decision was arrived at, the Society sent a Committee to 
investigate into his affairs and the result of the investigation was 
that he was in possession of lands, property, and friends, which 
could well maintain him. The meeting then reconsideied the giant 
of five doUais montaly, and gave him five dollars for his immediate 
need, owin-r to ube facts already mentioned, that he was receiving 
relief from other quarteis, and in various ways. Though this 
matter was settled in the maimer of and the reasons mentioned, still 
the Society is ready to grant its support to one in need provided 
real necessity is proven, and a written statement showing cause for 
relief. The Society has in many instances been duped by feigned 
distress and false representation, and to guard itself of any such recur- 
ance in the future, the Soc'ety has been careful, in the dispensing 
of its funds so readily, without a thorough investigation by the 
regular Committee -appointed for that duty is reported upon. I am 
furthcx* allowed to state that the Society's contribution fund amounts 
to abuot $25 dollars a month for the relief of distressed, and is 
maini}'' derived from the interest of the capital invested in the 
Banks. This was decided upon two years ago, owing to the fact 
and the prevalent opinion that the community was at that time 
already overtaxed with the constant calls of charitable Society for 
help. 

In order that the institution be self-supporting it was resolved 
that only the interest accruing on the principal of the money in- 
vested should be used for the purpose of distribution among those 
requiring assistance.
